At the regular meeting of the Common Council held November 9, 1971, a pro- 
posed ordinance repealing Annexation Ordinance No. X-19-68 was introduced 
and referred to the City Plan Commission for recommendation. Such proposed 
ordinance was designated as Bill No. X-71-11-08 . 

Transmitted herewith is the ordinance to be repealed as approved by the 
City Plan Commission at their regular meeting held November 22, 1971.

Dear Mr. Steigerwald: 

On July 13, 1971, the City Council introduced an Ordinance regulating open 
burning in the City of Fort Wayne and referred the Ordinance to The Three Rivers 
Coordinating Council for a recommendation. 

Immediately thereafter, the Environmental Control Board of The Three Rivers 
Coordinating Council, reviewed the proposed Ordinance and recommended that no 
action be taken on the Ordinance until such time as a total countywide plan is 
developed for Air Pollution Control. 

As a result of that recommendation, the Coordinating Council returned the 
Ordinance to the City Council by letter dated September 15, 1971. Shortly after, 
the Ordinance was then returned to the Coordinating Council Office by the Clerk 
of the City Council and has been retained since that time. 

Recently, the Clerk to the City Council requested the Ordinance be returned 
in order that it might be disposed of by the Council. As a result, The Three 
Rivers Coordinating Council, at its regular meeting held Tuesday, November 16th, 
reconsidered its recommendation, and by motion, returned the Ordinance to the 
City Council with the recommendation that the Ordinance be striken from the records.

TO: MEMBERS OF THE FORT WAYNE COMMON COUNCIL 


Gentlemen, and Mrs. Fay: 

On July 13, 1971, the City Council referred General Ordinance No. Bill 
G-71-07-14 to The Three Rivers Coordinating Council for a reccmmendation. 

This Ordinance pertains to the "Open Burning" and prescribes certain regulations 
for the control thereof. 

Upon receipt of the Ordinance the Coordinating Council referred it to the 
Three Rivers Environmental Control Board for its review and consideration. 

After review by the Environmental Control Board it recommended that no 
action be taken on the Ordinance until such time that a Comprehensive Air 
Pollution Control Plan, is prepared on a countywide basis. (See attached letters) 

As a result of the above, The Three Rivers Coordinating Council, at its 
regular meeting held August 31, 1971, did approve the reccmmendation of the 
Environmental Control Board in requesting that all action on this Ordinance be 
deferred until the Air Pollution Plan is completed. * 

In making this decision The Three Rivers Coordinating Council determined 
that in order to be effective any Air Pollution Control Ordinances should be 
passed for the entire county rather than only one of the political jurisdictions 
within the Metropolitan Area.

The Environmental Control Board has reviewed the proposed Fort Wayne 
General Ordinance prohibiting open burning (Bill No. G-71-07-14). A legal 
opinion was obtained from the TRCC Counsel, J. Philip Burt, which is attached. 

At our meeting of August 21, 1971 this Board was in unanimous agreement 
with Mr. Burt's opinion. In addition there was great concern about the policy 
of one Governmental unit enacting piecemeal legislation at the very time a 
comprehensive plan is being developed for the entire county through the TRCC.

IN RE: Proposed City Open Burning Ordinance 
Dear Dr. Felger: 

We have now had an opportunity to review the proposed 
City ordinance dealing with open burning of combustible 
materials . 

It is our opinion that the proposed ordinance may be 
inadequate in certain areas of operation although helpful 
in dealing with air contamination and pollution. Specifically, 
Section 2(a) of the proposed ordinance would arguably permit 
the burning of trash or refuse provided a stack or chimney was 
part of the burning apparatus. This situation could be more 
harmful than the open burning, for example, of leaves which 
action wcu Id be proscribed by the ordinance. Additionally, 
such burning as occurs in open campfire cookouts by Scout 
Groups, etc,, might be added to the exceptions without damaging 
the effectiveness of the ordinance as a whole. Clarification 
of "combustible" material to specifically cover "refuse" products 
might also be helpful. 

We would also advise that a first draft of a more compre- rt 
hensive ordinance dealing with open burning as one of its 
constituent parts has been drafted and is under study prepara- 
tory to being offered for enactment. For the reason that the 
enactment of a more comprehensive ordinance is considered a 
more workeable approach both from the standpoint of enforcement 
area-wide and funding, it is suggested that action on the proposed 
City ordinance be deferred until such time as the more compre- 
hensive program can be advanced for passage.
